1922-23  term  of  nearly  one  and  a  half  million  dollars  mor«  than  tht^

The  total  outlay  specified  in  the  budget  anu>unts  to  $21,312,462, 
of  which  is  on  capitil  account  The  total  revenue  it  placed 

at  $19,04Sy815,  an  increase  over  this  year  of  more  than  two  million 
dollars. 

The  (lovrrnmcnt's  proposal  for  the  relief  of  municipalities  is 
based  on  the  offer  of  a-^o-tallcd  service  tax  of  one-half  of  one  per 
cent  on  pcrsdbal  property,  coupled  with  half  the  liquor  profits,  as 
announced  previously.  Both  these  forms  of  f^ventie  art  «jcptet^  td 
yield  about  $1,000,000  each 

Mr.  Hart  announced  that  as  a  result  of  the  census  increase  tbt 
Province  will,  receive  an  additional  amount  of  about  $1.^^0,000  frotT, 
the  Dominion  Government.  He  also  anticipated  an  additional 
million  from  income  tax  rcturas.

Major  Burda  aaplalaad  his  amend 
ment  was  designed  to  make  nu.i  e 
dennlte  the  fact  that  the  lumber  .ind 
paper  nillln  are  Included  in  the  defini- 
tion of  (lie  induatrlea  afTeried  by  la.Hf 
year'N  meaaure.  and  aUo  provide  that 
the  latter  ahoBid  Vome  Into  etT<-ct  at 
a  definite  date.  If  British  Columbia 
waited  until  tha  othaa  Preaiwaas 
paasad  aUnitar  la^lalattan  it  would 
wait  vntil  "long  aftar  tha  foandatlona 
of  thia  old  bulldinff  hava  orumbled 
Into  duat."  He  referred  to  the  defeat 
of  Klnillar  eiirht-hour  leglBlatlon  In 
M.I  till  oba.  but  there  h.id  been  i)ro- 
pooed  to  brink'  the  .icrl.Mjltural  Indua- 
trv  under  the  act.  while  in  the  British 
•  olumblii  bill  that  Industry  waa  ex- 
praaaly  eicludad.  and  to  a  prapaaad 
Ontario  bill,  but  ha  held  indaatrtal 
eondltloaa  thara  were  not  such  as  to 
warrant  any'  delay  on  the  part  of 
Ttrltljth  ("olumbla  In  paaslng  Ita  bill.
